Mr. Pitts, vice-chaifinan of llie City E.xeculive Coniniil- 
tee, was former member of the McGill University Board of 
Governors and a distinguished architect, died .suddenly at 
his home, 900 Sherbrooke street west. lie was G8 years of 
age. 

Mr. I'itts, who graduated from In public service mainly ns a vig- 
orous nnd effective campningnr 
for better traffic conditions in 
this city. 

At the same time, he was one 
of the bigger lioostors .Montreal 
over had serving on Its council, 
and Just last year predicted that

There 
was now a picture similar to the 
depression In Hie 1930's with 
over half a million unemployed. 
This situation could bo remedied 
by adoption of the government 
bill which would., create Jblis 
through their projects nnd tlirough 
the greater expansion of trade. 

Itoy Heenan, replying for the 
Progressive Conservatives, salil 
iliai, although much of the gov- 
erniiiejit's bill was stolen from 
his own party's platform, he was 
glad to sec that his opponent's 
proposals were so conservative. 
Ho argued that we could not com- 
pete with counlrle.K that employ 
slave labour, and would gear our 
economy and produce cheese and 
butter. 

Tho second speaker for the 
government, alleged that Canail- 
lan Interests have been subordin- 
ated 10 those of the United .States 
and nuoieil figures to support this. 
To said that increased exports to 
Socialists countries would improve 
Canadian conditions. 

Ilrahm i^lsenstat said for the 
Mborals that the government pro- 
grnm was unrealistic. There al- 
ready was some trade with the 
countries behind the Iron Curtain, 
while an all-Canadian St. Lawr- 
ence .Seaway was geographically 
impractical. 

The third government speaker 
reafHrmed that tho building pro- 
jects would abolisli unemplny- 
mont. He felt certain that if tho 
people backed the liill, they would 
be willing to spend large sums 
ot money on it. 

Earl Kruger spoke for the 
C.C.F. and declared that his parly 
supported the resolution In cont- 
ent but disagreed with its intent, 
and would therefore abstain from 
voting. I,ater, however, and am- 
endment was accepted by the gov- 
ernment which ailerod the word- 
ng of llic resolution and the 
C.C.F. members were able to ac- 
.sept it. 

The government guest speaker

claimed that the resolution was a 
forthright proposal to reduce iin- 
employmoni. His own generation 
had left school in the midst of 
the depression and had to work 
for twenty cents n day.

This was unncccessary 
as the world was now "moving 
towards a lengtliy period of pea- 
ce."

After a period for indepcndonrnf^,' 
speakers. In which the figure o:' 
Hve hundred and eighty thous- 
and unemployed was chalieugud 
and arguments were given on 
each side. Bill Wllmot spoko in 
conclusion for the Labour Pro- 
gressives. He showed that thero 
were two basic a.ssumptlon under- 
lying (he resolution; that peace 
was here to stay and that wo were 
In the midst of an economic crisis. 

A note was now taken in which 
tho House supported the govern- 
ment's motion. Brnhm Qisenstat, 
however, raised an objection and 
asked for a recount on the 
grounds that there wore "spies" 
present in the form of non-.McGlil 
students five of' whom has voted. 

In the recount tlio bill was 
supported by 35 voles to 30.

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College Athletics - A Problem 



h€ Social Credit Faree

The least known, least understood, and probably thé most pernicious party operat- 
ing on the Canadian political scene is the Social; Credit Party. However, there is evidence 
that Canadians arc beconiing awareç of tlii^ raU^^^ dangerous political group, especially 
since its electoral lour de force in BritisirColumbi^^ where it obtained power in spite of 
tlie fact that it did not even receive one third of the votes at the last provincial elections. 
But minority governriients are not unusual, nor arc political crackpots. What makes the 
Social Credit Party a vicious phenomenon is the fact that it has attained national promin- 
ence on an almost unbelievable i)latfom of demagogic promises, false economic theories, 
overt racial hatred, and totalitarian principles. 



The noted American educator Harold 
W. Stoke discusses, in a recent article, the 
touchy question of college athletics under 
the title: "Education or Show Business?" 
In a novel and' stimulating, manner the 
author examines the conflict lietWcen big- 
time sport, with its exhorbitant demands 
and widespread popularity, and the univer- 
sity where it has found a happy home and 
whose aims and principles it threatens to 
undermine; the conclusions readied arc 
both startling and revolutionary. 

Professor Stoke points out that tiierc is 
no. longer any educational value in college 
athletics: their higlily ocmpctilive nature 
precludes propagation of 'sportsmanshii)' 
and building of 'character'; their high 
standard demands over 20 hours of prac- 
tice per week in addition to lime spent tra- 
velling; their increasing importance puts 
men wliose interest is not in education in 
positions where they lieli) in its direction. 

'ndccd there is a fundamental distinc- 
eson between the institution's interest in 
the sliulonl and its interest in tlic athlete. 
While universities attract students in order 
to give them skills and knowledge not yet 
acquired, large American schools look for 
athletes when they are already pioficicnt; 
-jyhereas the student comes to university 
for the services it can render him. the ath- 
lete is recruited for what he can do for the 
university. 

^lore .and more the financial aspects of 
.sport determine policies and practices of 
educational institutions. (This we may most 
graphic ally see in our own football league 
at the very moment.) 

The entire athletics set-up is geared to 
provide entertainment for the public and 
graduates. Schedules, stadia, coaching- 
spccialist.s, colourful i)ands, etc., are mani- 
festations of this drive, financiafly motiv- 
ated, to provide top-calibre entertainment. 
•'And, of course, a winning team is nbsolute-- 
ly essential for tins purpose. 

If this is so, the article concludes, and 
•there are in fact two major functions of a 
university, why not completely separate 
them and do honestly what is being done 
surreptitiously in any case? If it is admit- 
ted that athletic programs are operated 
. primarily, as public entertainment and not 
educational responsibility, then the course 
to pursue is clear: establish a legitimate 



university department with the sole purpo- 
se of producing championship football 
teams, much as the history department ex- 
ists solely for the teaching of history. Pro- 
fessor Stoke suggests unlimited athletic 
subsidization, the abolition of academic re- 
quirement for athletes (though tlie.se may 
pursue whatever courses they wish to on 
a voluntary basis). 

Although these are possil)ly the only 
conclusions attainable if the argument is 
followed from its premises, outright pro- 
fessionalism, to our mind, is not the an- 
swer to the college athletics dilemna. For 
outright professionalism is, in effect, what 
is suggested. 

This proposal is i-oally an attempt to 
prevent the continuation of tiie various 
shady practices in college athletics, liic ef- 
fects of which have become notorious in 
the past few years. 

Not infrequently is it proiwsed that in- 
creased income from athletic events might 
be the solution to perennial university defi- 
cits. Yet for increased gale receipts at ath- 
letic events a winning team is the 'sine qua 
non.' For winning teams, a steady stream of 
top-flight players is essential. For top-flight 
players a university cannot depend on regu- 
lar enrollment but must go out and recruit 
promising high school stars. Then the vic- 
ious chain of events — of which West Point 
cribbing scandals and New York basket- 
ball bribery are the last link — begins. 
When that point is reached it is clear tliat 
the shameful hypocricy which exists in the 
institutions affected can be practiced no 
longer. 

There are two possible ways out of this 
schizophrenic muddle of ideals and actual 
practices. One is the professionalism advoc- 
ated by Professor Stoke. The other, of cour- 
se, is a general deemphasis of college ath- 
letics. 

An educational institution must not al- 
low the possibility of large sports revenues 
or the liappy glow in the hearts of gradua- 
tes to outweigh the principles and laws it 
stands bj'. Nbr, wc feel ,should a university 
be prepared to supply professional enter- 
tainment to the public. If the only alter- 
native is a genei al deemphasis of athletics, 
then this should by, all means be under- 
taken, even at the risk of not winning a 
championship for a few years.

Educators Find Great Problem Imparting 
ility In Usage of English To Students 



Articles of this sort can be dangerous. The Varsity, for instance, was once suspended for re- 
printing a controversial report on the problem ot teaching English. (Possibly thé cause ot this sus- 
pension was ill the fact that tliej- had substituted "sex" e%-erywhere the word "English" appeared. Just 
by reading this article, one can see the havoc caused by such a substitution.) 

Tlicir flippant treatment was regrettable, for there is a genuine problem in the teaching of 
English whicli strikes at the roots ot our whole concept of Education. KImployers and educators agree 
that students today suffer gravely from a lack of adequate knowledge, skill, 'and training In English. 
Their grasp ot technique and style is hardly more than rudimentary, and their knowledge ot even the 
most basic English usage is appallingly slight. 



KAsv TO i,i;ai:.v 

What is the cause of this fail- 
tirc? Oiir ' ancestors seemed to 
have no trouble in Iparning from 
their parents and passing their 
knowledge on to their children. 
The survival ot English through- 
out the centuries, pays tribute to 
their nbility to teach and to learn. 

Some say that it is the revolu- 
tionary changes in the idea of 
education as a whole. English, 
they say, should not be made 
pleasant and easy tor the child. 
Its fundamentals should be drill- 
ed into him relentlessly — like 
the multiplication tables (which, 
they claim are also suffering from 
the new ideas).

Free Elections 

AIoscow, Red Red Russia — Special release to all nations 
of the capitalist wannongering western w orld : 

For the first time since the glorious days of the révolu 
tion and the ascendency of tlie oppressed workers, peasants 
and other low individuals to the government of the mighty 
Union of Soviet Socialist Republics, displacing the cruel ty-

They have divid- 
ed themselves into five parties, numbered 1, 2, 3, etc., in- 
stead of having misleading names as in capitalist countries.

Kiev: A person or persons unknown poured ink into all 
the ballot boxes here, invalidating the local election. Each 
candidate suspected the other; one shot his opponent, and 
the laller's supporters strangled him. 

NEW GOVERNMENT 
Russia's first free election by a majority of three — 46 
Moscow, Red Red Russia: Party number five won 
elected to paily number one's 43. By-elections are to be ar- 
ranged for the remaining 3511 constituencys, where all the 
candidates are"d§ad. The 89 elected members of the new 
praesidium met in the Kremlin lliis evening to open the new 
govei-nment. A strained situation developed when it could 
not be agreed on which side of the house .the government 
would sit and on which side the opposition. In the violent 
discussion that followed, the praesidium members opened 
fire and 87 of them were killed on the spot. The old regime 
decided that two members were not enough to form a gov- 
ernment. They were both executed, and it is to be hoped that 
our next election will be more successful.
